Every weekend, BC’s (located in Historic Smithville) provides its patrons with 
entertainment by some of the best bands in the local rock scene. This reputation 
was not compromised last Saturday night, when Moments Notice took to the stage. 

Although | had never heard of them before and they didn’t strike me as stereo- 
typical rockers at first glance, | was pleasantly surprised. The band consists of four 
guys: Chuck Miller on drums, Al Grayson on base, and Fred Conley and Billy 
Walton who both play guitar. Even though Billy carries the title of lead guitarist, it 
appears to be a position that the two of them share. Together these four talented 
young men (the oldest member being 21) played an impressive show with three 
solid sets of good music. 

Another shared position within the band is that of lead vocalist. Each of them, 
with the exception of Al (the silent member), sing the leads to the songs best suited 
to their voices: Chuck singing “Little Miss Can’t Be Wrong” and “ Alive’, Fred 
singing old Clapton and Neil Young favorites, and Billy singing “I Know A Little” and 
“Rocky Mountain Way”(the best cover of the night in my opinion). 

It may be commonplace to any of all of these covers to be done 
well by a variety of bands, but what strikes me about these guys is 
that they remained tight and professional about the music through 
the entire show. Not to mention, a few very impressive originals 
g thrown in to add a bit of feeling. These both seem like rare qualities 
4 to find in such young musicians. In any case, they’re four nice guys, 
who put on a good show. | was able to find out some more about 
“| them, and their originals when we had a little talk between sets. 

Andi: How and when did the four of you get together? 

‘ Chuck: They found me feeding my face in a pizzeria about a 
year and a half ago when their drummer canceled out right before a 
“battle of the bands” they were scheduled for. 

i Andi: How long have the three of you been playing together? 

Billy: I've been playing with Al since seventh grade, but it’s been 
the three of us for about two and a half years.

But 
fear not, they don’t forget their past and 
what got them here in the first place. 
“Deuce,” “Watching You,” and “Rock and 
Roll All Nite” are on the new album and 
stand up against the old versions very 
strongly. They also threw in “Detroit Rock 
City” for good measure.

20 YEARS LATER

July 2nd through the 4th, at the Mark G. Etess Arena, 
Trump Taj Mahal Casino in Atlantic City, marked the return of 
Andrew Lloyd Webber/Tim Rice production of Jesus Christ 
Superstar’s twenty year anniversary to our area. Two 
decades later, Ted Neeley (Jesus) and Carl Anderson 
(Judas) were reunited in their original leading roles that they 
both portrayed on Broadway and on film. Both actors 
expressed total rapture being on stage together once again. 
Also joining 
them on stage 
and making his 
acting debut 
was Dennis 
DeYoung, 
playing the role 
of Pontius 
Pilate. Dennis, 
a founding 
member of the 
rock group 
Styx, astound- 
ed us with his 
“ vocal abilities. [

cast, playing]. 
the role of| | 
eee oy 
Magdalene, was Leesa Richards Humphrey, a very talented 
actress/singer, who portrayed her role just as dramatic as 
any other Mary before her. 

As the audience was being seated, curtain call was being 
announced. Patiently awaiting Act |, the orchestra began to 
play the “overture.” While the curtains were being drawn 
open, the company of actors gathered on the center of the 
stage. Then, with all the excitement and drama of a live per- 
formance, Jesus rose from the middle of the performers, 
bathed in a heavenly white light and modestly dressed in his 
white robes. The audience applauded Ted (Jesus) at his 
appearance, as Judas started singing “Heaven On Their 
Minds.” This now began us on our journey of the last seven 
days in the life of Jesus of Nazareth. 

Bethany, Friday night; disturbed by what Judas was Say- 
ing, the Apostles sang “What’s The Buzz,” joined in with 
Jesus, Mary, and the Apostles’ women.

Jerusalem, Sunday; Caiaphas, Annas, the Priest, and 
company were gathered to discuss this “Messiah” and had to 
decide whether “This Jesus Must Die.” With cheers from the 
company following Jesus into Jerusalem, they started to sing 
“Hosanna.” Then Simon, played by Scotch Ellis Loring 
(Standing in) sang “Simon Zealotes,” a song of devotion for 
Jesus. With this devotion, Jesus was a little saddened, 
knowing what was to become of this, He sang, “Poor 
Jerusalem.” 

Monday, Pontius Pilate’s house, we found Pilate baffled 
by a dream of a man and an angry mob. Pilate (Dennis 
DeYoung) sang to us, a very haunting “Pilate’s Dream.” The 
lights then went down and the set was changed to “The 
Temple” where merchants and money lenders befell a very 
angry Jesus. In this song, Ted Neeley (Jesus) screamed to 
his fullest capacity, sending chills right down your spine. 
Mary, now seeing how angered Jesus had became, calmed 
Him to sleep. Mary (Leesa Richards Humphrey) sang “I 
Don’t Know How To Love Him,” a very moving and beautiful- 
ly performed song. Ending. Act |, we found Judas on 
Tuesday with the High Priests, confessing what he had seen. 
Jesus couldn’t control it like He had before, admitted Judas 
in “Damned For All Time.” At this Judas told the Priest 
where to find Jesus and then was paid his thirty pieces of sil- 
ver. - 

-Intermission- 
Thursday night, The Last Supper, Jesus, Judas, 
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and the Apostles were all gathered together. geeus 
announced that his time was drawing near and that one of his 
disciples would betray Him and another would deny Him. 
Judas then began to argue with Jesus and then ran away, as 
Peter (Kevin R. Wright) was baffled by Jesus’ accusation of 
his denial. The lights went down, then were slowly brought 
back up to spotlight Jesus in the Garden of Gethsemane. 
Here Jesus questioned his destiny, his doubts, and his fears, 
as He sang “Gethsemane,” a very powerful and emotional 
song, confirming Ted Neeley can still move a audience to 
tears. Then Game “The Arrest,” where Judas betrayed Jesus 
with a Kiss. Then “Peter's Denial,” where Peter, as predict- 
ed, denied Jesus three times. 

Pilate’s Palace, Friday; “Pilate and Christ,” where Pilate 
confronted Jesus and found nothing but a broken man, not of 
his race, but of Herod’s case. Jesus was thus sent to appear 
before King Herod (Laurent Giroux), a very flamboyant man 
and company to say the least. “King Herod’s Song” was 
sung to ridicule and question the prisoner. Herod, not so 
amused, sent Jesus away, back to Pilate. As the lights 
dimmed, Mary came out holding a single candle flame, 
singing “Could We Start Again, Please?” Joining in with her, 
was Peter, who lit his candle from Mary’s and sang a duet, 
followed by the rest of the company, in a similar manner. 
This particular song, was performed on the stage production, 
but not in the movie. Next we found Judas, once again, 
before Caiaphas, as he sang “Judas’ Death,” while three 
women dressed in red antagonized him, as he descended 
into the pit of Hell. 
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Once again, we’re back at Pilate’s Palace for the 
inevitable “Trial Before Pilot.” Pilate singing his heart out, 
tried to help Jesus from crucifixion, as an angry mob grew 
louder. Pilate ordered Jesus to be flogged 39 times, in order 
to please the crowd, but still Jesus was not broken. Pilate 
took Jesus into his arms, pleading with Him, but he became 
depleted and washed his hands of Jesus’ own self-destruc- 
tion. Pilate confessed Him to have been an innocent mis- 
guided mortal and was allowing Jesus to die if he wanted. It 
was a very dramatic and powerful line for Dennis (Pilate), 
which he played off so well, as the orchestra began to play 
“Superstar.” Judas and the three soul sisters then appeared, 
singing in front of the curtain, as the last scene was being set 
up. During “Superstar,” Judas (Carl Anderson) showed us 
his powerful and entertaining vocal abilities, all decked out in 
a glitter suit. The last scene took place at Golgotha, where 
“The Crucifixion” was being held. As the curtain went up, we 
found Jesus nailed to the Cross, with soldiers badgering him 
and mourners crying for him. This last scene was very mov- 
ing, as Jesus questioned His Father, “Why has He forsaken 
Me? Finally, into His hands, Jesus commended thy Spirit. 
The Cross lit up and Jesus died, as the orchestra played 
“John 19:41,” signifying the Ascension. The curtains were 
drawn. The ending moved me to tears, as well as many oth- 
ers in the audience, who were still wiping their eyes, while the 
entire cast was brought back out for their final bows. The 
audience went wild and the standing ovation that the cast 
received, gratefully, seemed to go on forever, as smiles and 
waves were exchanged, until the curtain made its final close.

A consistent reader, of IN TUNE MAGAZINE and other monthly 
and weekly publications, is kept well informed about the local 
music/club scene. The shows, the benefits, the special events, 
etc. are foretold (and “aftertold’) and a lot of us are making 
our plans aetording to what is coming up or going down. Most 
often, we read articles about bands that are performing in the 
area. BANDS that is, several musicians with complimenting talents 
and an array of technical equipment, who perform harmoniously 
together to produce music for our ears. And there are a hell of 
a lot of them for us to see, hear, check out, support, meet, 
party with, and get to know. BUT what about all the local talent 
that is not heard of or written about very often? | mean the 
solos? The duos? The acoustic performers? The guitar acts? 
The guitar/keyboard acts? The singer/songwriter performers? 
These talented musicians (and there are a lot of them) have some- 
thing musically exciting to offer - just like Bands - and yet 
| rarely read a descriptive article about them in any publication. 


(The following are my articles about the “small acts” I've 
come to know, hear, see, and appreciate.) 


BILLY HENDERSON - | recently had the privilege (quite acciden- 
tally) of hearing a guitarist bang-out “A Day In A Life’ 
acoustically, in its entirety, from a soft, pretty beginning, to a fin- 
ger-blistering, string-breaking end. | was left breathless, 
panting, and elated at the finish of the song, as much as | would 
have been, had the Beatles themselves performed it for me, right 
then and there. The energy and dedication that poured out of 
this guy into his guitar and eventually through me and everyone pre- 
sent, was high caliber and totally impressive. It’s not often 
one can hear and watch an acoustic version of a seemingly “un 
acoustic” song. Yet Bill Henderson, guitarist/singer, can put 
the song in its place - that is - HIS PLACE. His versatility 
allows him to follow up a ripping song like this with a soft, 
melodic tune like “Vincent” and he can play anything in between 
Catch him when you can at one of the many places he performs an 
d you're in for a wonderful awakening to the world of acoustic 
music, 


BOB AND RAY - There’s a duo playing around the area and they 
are worth travelling to see. The versatility of these guys is 
enough for their show to go on for days. Their combined talent 
and musical experience, as well as their obvious camaraderie, is 
displayed with each tune they deliver, whether an old blues 
favorite or a current chart topper, or even an original or two. 
The combination of keyboard and guitar promises enough musical 
possibilities, already to delight the audience for great lengths so nat- 
urally. What do Bob and Ray do? They broaden their perfor- 
mances and show their never-ending collective musical 
capabilities, by periodically adding the saxophone here (Bob) or 
the flugel horn there (Ray), or even invite a fellow musician or 
two to join them and jam. Their performance will undoubtedly 
keep you coming back, as it is never the same and quite often, 
full of surprises. 
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PATTI BLEE - How about a nice, mellow night of beautiful tunes 
sung elegantly by Patti Blee? She possesses one of the prettiest 
vocal abilities, enhanced by equally delightful guitar strums and 
picks. She is versatile with vocal ranges that enable her to pro- 
duce an array of favorite tunes. She is also a hell of a nice 
person. Nobody can walk away from a set by Patti without a feel- 
ing of pure contentment and peace. 


CATNIP JONES - And nobody can walk away from a notable two- 
someof guitar-playing “fools” who are Catnip Jones. Actually, thes 
€ guys are not fools in any sense. They are incredibly talented gui- 
tarists. Period! If you crave guitar at its best, guitar at 
its most provocative, guitar songs at their highest possible 
peak, then you must catch Mike and Paul in the act of playing 
strings together, like nobody I've ever seen! The sound of pure, 
pure, pure guitar invades their audience and holds it captive, flaw- 
lessly. Catnip Jones is a definite “must see” for the 
serious guitar addicts. (and they are nice guys too!) 


FIRST IMPRESSION - A twosome, | recently saw for the first 
time, played at the Pitney Tavern and will continue to perform 
every Wednesday night indefinitely. The refreshing act of Susan 
and Jamie, who are FIRST IMPRESSION, grabbed my attention a 
nd didn’t let go all night. Susan plays guitar and sings. Jamie 
hits the keyboards and also sings. Together they harmonize, 
vocally and instrumentally. The music pours out with an effort- 
less consistency that gives you the feeling that these two 
could deliver any tune, unrehearsed, on the spot, anytime, any- 
where. There is variety , soft, melodic songs or upbeat dance 
sets that provide their audience with a mix of musical 
experiences. That is what is refreshing. First Impression will 
impress you. Catch them playing and you'll go back again and 
again for more. 


GLEN ERIC - Another solo act, man and guitar, has introduced 
(or shall | say “re-introduced”) himself to this area. Glen Eric 
is a music man with undeniable conviction. Music flows through 
this guy’s veins. It is his bread and water. It is what he 
feeds off of, and it is what he offers. His passionate perfor- 
mances are inspiring. Glen’s dedication to music is heard 
in his voice and seen in his face. His sets are sharp, tight, 
and together. There are probably only a few others who can emit 
such feelings of dedication about their profession, like Glen. 
Catch him once and you're likely to go home and learn to play gui- 
tar yourself. ; 


These are just a few of the small acts performing around the 
area that deserve recognition. Solo acts and duos can deliver 
the same musical enjoyment and excitement as any BAND. Althou 
gh my descriptions of these few are very broad and brief, thei 
capabilities are endless. | will continue to check out existing, 
as well as up-and-coming or retuming “small acts” and periodical- 
ly introduce you to them. Catch some of these talented musi- 
cians, they’re playing all over the area. And they’re 
performing for you!

Last month we covered the basics of what to look for 
in a mixing console. | hope it helps when you go shop- 
ping. This month let's dive a little deeper into some 
mixer features that can make life a little easier on the 
gig: 

Auxiliary Sends + Returns: As | said last month, you 
can’t have enough of these. There are four basic types 
of Aux sends: 

Pre EQ, Pre Fader: Best used for stage monitoring, 
especially vocals. Since stage monitors use a sepa- 
rate E.Q., the channel E.Q. could adversely affect the 
carefully set Monitor EQ levels independent of what 
goes to the house. 

Post EQ Pre Fader: Sends the signal after the EQ, 
but before the fader, so any channel E.Q. changes will 
affect the Aux. Also used for monitoring where the 
feedback isn’t as much a problem or no outboard E.Q. 
is available.

This month’s column deals with the relationship of 
scales to chords. It’s going to be a two-part lesson, so 
be sure to save the article until next month, so you can 
review. 

Did you ever wonder how some players always 
seem to know what lick or scale to play in any situa- 
tion? Chances are they understand what the key of a 
song really is. To understand what a key is, we have 
to understand some basic musical facts. Fact #1: 
There are 12 different notes on a guitar (or any other 
western instrument). These notes are A, A#/Bb, B, C, 
C#/Db, D, D#/Eb, E, F, F#/Gb, and back to A. The 
sharp and flat signed notes are really one note with two 
names; example: A#/Bb, can be called A sharp or B 
flat, depending on the situation. Now in order to make 
song writing easier and more coherent, we'll break 
these twelve notes down into a smaller seven note 
group. These groups are called keys. There are 
twelve separate keys (one for each note), each con- 
taining a unique combination of notes. When you play 
a major scale (which has seven notes), you are actual- 
ly playing the keys, so to speak. So if someone says 
they’re playing in the key of C major, you could play a 
C major scale for leads and melodies. All the notes 
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Pre EQ Post Fader: Sends the signal before the 
E.Q., but after the fader. 

Post EQ Post Fader: Sends the signal after both the 
E.Q. and Fader. 

These two (Pre EQ Post Fader & Post EQ Post 
Fader) are most commonly used as Effects (FX) sends. 
Since you don’t want to hear just the Effect (usually) 
when the fader is down, these two allow control of both 
the aux and house sends by the fader. Some better 
boards (read: more expensive) have switches for pre 
and post aux sends. 

OK, let’s discuss Aux returns. When you send a 
signal out of the board to an effect, it has to come back 
somehow. That's the job of the Aux return. However, 
more often than not, the FX will be returned to a chan- 
nel (or two, if stereo) on the board for added flexibility 
in signal shaping and flow; i.e. sending to house and 
stage. 

So what can you do with the aux return imputs? If 
you run R 
out of channels and want to plug a tape deck or CD 
player into a return, you can do that. Any line level sig- 
nal that doesn’t require E.Q.; can go into an Aux return. 

That’s it for now, next month we'll have a little talkon 
E.Q. SeeYa!
